The first dance or social affair 
open to the public in the new Ma¬ 
sonic Temple i.s announced for 
next Tuesilay ni(;ht, Feb. 1(5.

The tjradirn? has been completed 
and the recent rains have put the 
soil in irood condition for plant- 
iiiK. A committee has worked out 
a plantinif scheme and some pro- 
ffresM has been made toward se¬ 
curing: trees and shrubs for the 
purpose, to be supplemented by 
the proceeds of this dance. 

Cards will also be offered for 
those who prefer. .Arrangements 
for the dancinj' will be in charge 
of Frank Spencer and DeWitt 
■lones, while H. T. Ba.-sett will 
have cliartre of the cards in the 
lodire room. 


In the twenty-four months com¬ 
prising the years of 1926-1920 the 
Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany will have brought into the 
territory to which it renders elec¬ 
tric service, and kept in circula¬ 
tion through its ojrerations ap¬ 
proximately $106,000,000. In round 
figures this is equal to $175 for 
each average family, and the av¬ 
erage light bill for each family 
for the two years will be $45 or 
$1.80 per month. The activities 
of this large financing working 
through all of the channels of 
trade, industry and development, 
is the key feature of the indus¬ 
trial survey of Edison territory, 
which has just been completed by 
U. H. Balbitd, executive vice pres¬ 
ident and general manager, and 
received today by District Man¬ 
ager Fred Schwartz. 

Several years ago Mr. Ballard 
organized an industrial survey of 
the counties of Eos Angeles, Fres¬ 
no, Kings, Kern, Tulare, Santa 
Barbara, Ventura, San Bernardino, 
Orange, and Riverside through the 
agencies of tbe .11 geographical 
districts into which this territory 
is divided for service purposes, 
under the supervision of his stat¬ 
istical and information depart¬ 
ments, for the purpose of making 
accurate estimates upon which to 
base the pow.'i- developments of 
the Edison company in order to 
provide for re(|uirements of future- 
demand. It is probably the only 
statistical grouping of data ap¬ 
purtenant to the territory of which 
Eos Angeles and its port is the 
metropolitan center, and therefore 
liecomes a very valuable standard 
for measuring growth in popula¬ 
tion, industry, agriculture and 
community wealth of Southern ami 
Central Califoniia. 

Distribution of Enormims .'sums by 
Eocal I’lirchasr's 

During 1925 and on the basi.® 
of estimates for 1920, the South¬ 
ern California Edison company 
will have kept in circubation $105,- 
7S1, 110. The annual expenditure 
for 1925 for new plant additions 
and general system betterments 
amounted to $21,721,110. Com- 
pareil with this expemliture the 
budget for 1920 of $12,558,000 
makes a total expenditure for the 
two years of $51,2.81,140. In ad¬ 
dition to the.se expenditures for 
new construction, the gross re¬ 
ceipts of the Edison com|)any for 
1925 amounteil to $21,500,00 and 
the estintated gross revenue for 
1920 is $27,000,000. making a to- 
t.al gross revenue of $51,,500,000. 
All but .a small reserve for sur- 
nlus is paid out annually for 
wages, supplies, interest and diviil- 
ends. 

Money Paid for Eahor 

The con'pany’s payroll for the 
years 1925 and 1920 will total .ap¬ 
proximately $12,000,000. 

During 1925 the company 
bought food supplies within its own 
territory Am construction forces 
on the Big Creek-San .Ion()uin 
River ))roject amounting to $750,- 
000, ami $00,000 in supplies for 
construction camps on its third 
225 mile tr.ansmission line be¬ 
tween Eos Angeles anil the High 
,'8ierras in Fresno county. It pur¬ 
chased construction material very 
largelv in California for its Big 
Creek-San .loaipiin construction 
proiect amounting to $2,200,000 
and for its transmission line $220,- 
000. Fstim.ates for 1920 imiic.ate 
that for the years 1925-1920 for 
these purposes about $5,000,000 
will li.ave been similarly expended 
and put into local circulation.

■Actu.d poui'ing of concrete is 
expected to begin soon on the 
county flood contrid dam in the 
Big Santa .\nila canyon, approx¬ 
imately four miles northeasterly 
from Sierra Madre. This dam is 
one of the largest units included 
in the program of the Eos .Angeles 
Count.v Flood Control Di.strict. 

Funds for this as well as a 
number of other dams such as the 
Pacioma Sawpil, San Gabriel, etb. 
were furnished through bonds vot¬ 
ed nefirly two years ago. 

Work on the Santa .Anita dam 
has beiui in progress for nearly a 
year'. Previous to actually be¬ 
ginning work on the dam it was 
nece.-,,sary to build a mail approx¬ 
imately two and one half miles 
long, beginning at the north end 
of Sant i .\nitp avenue and end¬ 
ing at the dam site ;d an eleva¬ 
tion of 100 feet above the top of 
till' dam. Thi road, which is 
benched into the hillsides an I 
faces of rocky clilfs, allowed the 
bringing in of heavy e(|uipment 
for excavidioii purposes. 

It is over this road Hud a Herd 
of trucks will bring in all mater¬ 
ial .-aich as lumber, rock, sand, 
cement, tdc., which will be used in 
building Hie dam.

“ Buy Jewelry 
; of Strangers 
At Big Risk 

Claremont Courier: A man in 
worker’s clothes was in Clare¬ 
mont last week selling second 
hand jewelry. He offered only 
one article at each place he en¬ 
tered, explaining that he was out 
of work temporarily and needed 
to dispose of some personal effects 
for a small amount of cash. 

That is, evidently, how much of 
the stolen jewelry Ls turned into 
cash. The pawn shops are nc 
longer entirely safe as a source 
of cash for such goods. Second 
hand stores pay but little. 

A local banker says watches are 
often dispo.sed of to hankers, us¬ 
ually as a guaranty for a small 
loan. A man drives up to the 
bank in a car, tells a hard luck 
story, needs $10 cash until his re¬ 
turn, and leaves a watch and, 
maybe, a ring as well, as security. 
Occasionally they are redeemed, 
hut when they are not, the jewel¬ 
ry is very likely to prove to be 
stolen goods. After a bank cash¬ 
ier has accumulated two or three 
watches that way, it becomes 
more (iifficult to get a loan at a 
j bank on a stranger’s watch, 
j Of course, a buyer of stolen 
j goods must give it up if the own- 
j er can prove his right, and the 
I buyer may also be held as an ac- 
I cessory to the crime. 

Tn Upland, Thomas Warner, a 
; rancher, was arrested for having 
paid SLI to three boys for a lot 
of pumping fittings estimated to 
be worth $400, after the youths 
confessed having stolen the fit¬ 
tings from a warehou.se. The ca.se 
against Warner was di.smissed, 
however, when it was shown that 
the boys had told him the fittings 
came from an abandoned well near 
Chino owned by the father of one 
of the boys, saying that the father j 
was anxious to dispose of them !

! Many Indian 
! Relics Found

i Near Pomona 

I - 

i Relics of bygone days when In¬ 
dians lived in the Pomona valley 
in rude huts; when Don Antonio 
Maria Lugo, the first owner of 
these acres, could ride for days 
and nights upon his own ranch 
and when Mexicans clashed with 
armed forces of .Americans have 
been unearthed during the excava¬ 
tion work being curried on at the 
W. K. Kellogg homesite, on part 
of the old Phillips ranch four 
miles west of Pomona. 

Evidence that an In<iian village 
once occupied a portion of the land 
is indicated by the finding of 
many Indian relics, .such as mor¬ 
tars u.sed in grinding corn and 
other cooking utensils. : 

It is believed that the site of 
the Indian village was along the 
canyon in the west end of Mr.- 
Kellogg’s property. There has 
been very little improvement work 
carried out at this spot and Dr. 
Carl Kellogg declares that he be¬ 
lieves further evidence that an 
Indian village once occupied this 
spot will be uncovered when this 
portion of the estate is plowed 
and graded. 

During excavation on the pro¬ 
perty, several cannon balls of the 
small two-inch cannister type, have 
been unearthed. They are be¬ 
lieved to be relics of the wars 
of 1S46 when Fremont and Stock- 
ton entered Los Angeles. During 
this time American ranchers were 
attacked by bands of young Mex¬ 
icans and warfare raged through¬ 
out the entire Pomona valley. 

Reports that cannon and other. 
munitions had been uncovered on j 
the property were denied by Dr. i 


I Carl Kellogg. Dr. Kellogg stated 
: that the small cannon balls anti 
I Indian relics were all that had 
: been found thus far. He declared 
: that the cannon balls were made 
' of good metal and although rusted 
• with age, were in good sliape. 

A large force of workmen are 
, busily engaged on the Kellogg 
j property, beautifying the grounds, 
building roads a»d excavating. A 
steam shovel crew is working its 
I way through a bill, many mule 
teams are engaged in huibling 
roads, orchards are being set out.

a population of 1,476.022. .At the 
close of 1925 there i- a population 
of 2,627,000, an ineiea.se of over 
SO per cent in five .vears. The.se 
1925 figures are liasoil on school 
enrollments cross cliecked liy new 
meter connections maile hy the 
company. A.s over !tS per cent of 
all of tlic families in FMi.son 
served territory use electricity, tlie 
electric meter is now regardeil as 
the best stamlaril for comparing 
population growth. 

In this territory in 1920 there 
were 47.000 farms, ami in 1926. 
.54,000 an increa.se of 15 per cent 
in the number of farms.
